THE  GOSPEL. 

Superintendent. — What  is  the  Gospul  ? 

School. — The  Gospel  is  the  revelation  oi  the  love  of  God  in  Jesns  Christ. 

Supt. — "Beloved,  let  iis  love  one  another;  for  love  is  of  God;  and  every 
one  that  loveth  is  born  of  God,  and  knoweth  God."  "He  that  lov- 
eth  not,  knoweth  not  God  ;  for  God  is  love." 

S. — "For  God  so  loved  the  world  that  he  gave  his  only  begotten  Son, 
that  whosoever  believeth  in  him  should  not  perish,  but  have  ever- 
lasting life." 

Supt. — What  did  Jesus  say  was  the  purpose  of  his  life  ? 

S. — "The  spirit  of  the  Lord  is  upon  me,  because  he  hath  anointed  me  to 
preach  the  Gospel  to  the  poor  ;  he  hath  sent  me  to  heal  the  broken- 
hearted, to  preach  deliverance  to  the  captives,  and  recovering  of 
sight  to  the  blind,  to  set  at  liberty  them  that  are  bruised."  "To 
preach  the  acceptable  year  of  the  Lord." 

Supt. — What  did  Jesus  do  in  fulfilment  of  this  purpose  V 

S. — "And  Jesus  went  about  all  Galilee,  teaching  in  their  synagogues, 
and  preaching  the  Gospel  of  the  kingdom,  and  healing  all  manner 
of  sickness,  and  all  manner  of  disease  among  the  people." 

Supt. — What  more  did  Jesus  do  for  the  salvation  of  man  ? 

S. — "Christ  died  for  our  sins  and  was  buried  and  rose  again  from  the 
dead." 

Supt. — "Beloved,  if  God  so  loved  us,  we  ought  also  to  love  one  another."

OUR  NATION. 

Supf. — By  whom  was  our  nation  founded  ? 

S. — By  men  who  worshipped  God  and  believed  in  Jesus  Christ. 

Siipt.' — In  what  did  the  belief  of  the  founders  of  our  nation  find  fullest 
expression '? 

S. — In  the  Declaration  of  Independence  passed  by  a  congress  of  the  colo- 
nies in  Philadelphia,  on  July  4,  1776. 

Snpt. — What  did  this  declaration  say  ? 

S. — "  We  hold  these  truths  to  be  self-evident  that  all  men  are  created 
ec][ual ;  that  they  are  endowed  by  their  Creator  with  certain  inalien- 
able rights  ;  that  among  these  are  life,  liberty,  and  the  pursuit  of 
happiness  ;  that  to  secure  these  rights,  governments  are  instituted 
among  men." 

Supf. — For  what  purpose  was  our  Constitution  formed? 

S. — The  preamble  to  the  Constitution  says  :  "  We,  the  people  of  the 
United  States,  in  order  to  form  a  more  perfect  union,  establish  jus- 
tice, ensure  domestic  tranquility,  provide  for  the  common  defence, 
promote  the  general  welfare;  and  secure  the  blessings  of  liberty  to 
ourselves  and  our  posterity,  do  ordain  and  establish  this  Constitu- 
tion for  the  United  States  of  America."

ABRAHAM  LINCOLN. 

Siqot. — What  existed  in  our  country  contrary  to  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  and 

the  Declaration  of  Independence  ? 
S. — Slavery. 

Siqyf- — Who  were  the  slaves  ? 

S. — Colored  people  who  were  sold  and  bought  and  owned  as  property. 
Supf. — Did  all  the  people  in  the  South  believe  that  slavery  was  right? 
S. — No,  many  men  from  the  beginning  of  the  nation  belie v^ed  that  it 

was  an  evil. 
Sujjf. — What  was  the  feeling  of  the  people  of  the  North  towards  slavery  ? 
S. — There  was  a  great  and  growing  feeling  that  slavery  ought  to  be 

abolished. 
Siipt. — Who  were  some  of  the  leaders  in  the  anti-slavery  movement  ? 
S. — Wm.  Lloyd  Garrison,  Wendell  Phillips,  Mrs.  Harriet  Beecher  Stowe, 

Henry  Ward  Beecher  and  many  others. 
Supt. — Who  voiced  in  an  authoritative  way  the  anti-slavery  sentiment? 
,S'. — Abraham  Lincohi. 


Supt. — Who  was  Abrahcam  Lincoln  ? 

S. — The  sixteenth  President  of  the  United  States.  He  was  born  in  Har- 
din County,  Kentucky,  February  12,  1809.  He  was  brought  up  in 
Indiana  and  Illinois.  He  was  elected  President  of  the  United  States 
in  18G0. 

Supt. — What  great  event  took  place  during  Mr.  Lincoln's  administration  ? 

S. — The  attempted  separation  of  certain  Southern  States  from  the  Union 

and  the  Civil  War  from  1861  to  18G5. 
Supt. — What  did  Mr.  Lincoln  do  as  a  means  of  ending  the  war  ? 
S, — He  issued  an  Emancipation  Proclamation  on  the  22d  of  September, 

1862. 

Supt. — What  was  the  Proclamation  ? 

S. — "Now,  therefore,  I,  Abraham  Lincoln,  President  of  the  United 
States,  by  virtue  of  the  power  vested  in  me  as  commander-in-chief 
of  the  army  and  navy  of  the  United  States,  in  time  of  actual  armed 
rebellion  against  the  authority  and  government  of  the  United  States, 
and  as  a  fit  and  necessary  war  measure  for  suppressing  said  rebellion, 
do  order  and  declare  that  all  persons  held  as  slaves  within  said 
designated  States  and  parts  of  States  are,  and  henceforth  shall  be, 
free,  and  that  the  Executive  government  of  the  United  States,  in- 
cluding the  military  and  naval  authorities  thereof,  will  recognise 
and  maintain  the  freedom  of  said  persons. 

Sujit. — What  was  the  result  of  this  Proclamation  ? 

S. — Four  million  slaves  were  set  free. 

Sujit. — What  amendment  was  made  to  the  Constitution  to  secure  the 
desired  results  of  the  Proclamation  ? 

S. — The  Thirteenth  Amendment,  which  is  as  follows  :  "  Neither  slavery 
nor  involuntary  servitude,  except  as  a  punishment  for  crime  whereof 
the  party  shall  have  been  duly  convicted,  shall  exist  within  the 
United  States,  or  any  place  subject  to  their  jurisdiction." 

Supt. — What  words  express  Mr.  Lincoln's  desire  respecting  the  comple- 
tion of  his  work  ? 

S. — Words  which  occur  in  his  second  inaugural  address  delivered  in 
Washington,  March  4,  1865. 

Supt. — What  are  these  words  ? 

S — "With  malice  toward  none,  with  charity  for  all,  with  firmness  in 

the  right  as  God  gives  us  to  see  right,  let  us  finish  the  work  we 

are  in."

Supt. — From  what  did  the  Emancii^ation  Proclamation  set  the  slaves 

free? 
S  — From  physical  bondage,  so  that  they  could  no  longer  be  sold  or 

owned. 
Supt. — Are  there  other  forms  of  bondage  from  which  the  Proclamation 

did  not  set  them  free  ? 
S. — Yes.     It  could  not  set  them  free  from  ignorance,  superstition  and  sin. 
Supt. — What  is  the  ignorance  from  which  the  former  slaves  suffer  ? 
S. — Lack  of  true  knowledge  of  the  world,  of  the  right  relations  of  men, 

and  of  ability  to  use  mind  and  body  to  the  best  advantage. 
Supt. — What  is  slavery  to  sin. 
S. — It  is  the  service  of  the  appetites  of  the  body  and  the  passions  of  the 

mind  instead  of  the  service  of  God  and  of  conscience. 
Supt. — What  society  do  the  Congregational  churches  of  the  United  States 

support  to  carry  out  the  spirit  of  the  gospel  and  of  the  Emancipation 

Proclamation  and  to  give  true  liberty  ? 
S. — The  American  Missionary  Association. 
Su2)t. — How  does  this  Association  do  this  work  ? 
S. — It  sends  teachers  and  preachers  who,  like  Jesus,  teach  and  preach 

the  gospel. 
Supt. — What  does  this  Association  do  for  its  students  ? 
S. — It  teaches  the  mind,  trains  the  hands,  sets  free  from  superstition  and 

shows  how  to  live. 
Supt. — Among  whom  do  the  missionaries  of  the  American  Missionary 

Association  work  ? 
S. — They  work  among  the  Chinese  in  California,  the  Indians  of  Alaska, 

and  on  the  western  plains,  the  white  Highlanders  and  the  colored 

people  of  the  South,  and  the  natives  of  Porto  Rico. 
Supt. — What  is  the  American  Missionary  Association  doing  ? 
S. — It  has  110  schools;  552  teachers;  249  churches;  149  preachers. 
Supt. — What  has  been  the  result  of  this  work  ? 
S. — The  Association  has  educated  teachers,  trained  professional  leaders 

and  given  industrial  training  which  has  made  intelligent  farmers, 

skillful  carpenters  and  other  workmen. 
Supt. — What  can  the  scholars  of  this  school  do  to  aid  in  this  work '? 
S. — They  can  learn  about  the  work,  pray  for  it  and  give  money  to  its 

support.
